The three right bays of the facade are protected by a framed-in porch 
with plain pilasters and triple casement windows flanking an entry door 
with a round-arched light. To the left is a semi-hexagonal bay with 
round-arched windows. The gable peak is covered with recent wood 
shingles; all other exterior walls are cobblestone. Windows are 
generally fitted with l-over-1 sash. On the left elevation is a raised 
basement set off by the use of a darker mortar and two small shed- 
roofed dormers. At the right rear is a modern deck.

The house was apparently built in 1922 by Salvatore and Addolorata 
Menditto, about whom little cquld be discovered. The lot was originally 
part of a large parcel owned by R. & H. Robbins. Louis Lanza, who 
bought and sold a good deal of real estate in this area, bought this 

lot from the Robbins estate and subsequently sold it to the builders. 


Architecturally, the house is significant as an attractive vernacular 
interpretation of the Bungalow style, using the masonry construction 
favored by Italian builders in the early 20th century. The modest 
scale and massing of the gable-end-to-street variant of the Bungalow 
style can be seen. The picturesque appearance brought to the 
Bungalow style by the influence of the Arts and Crafts movement is 
achieved here through the extensive use of cobblestones, the use of 
round-arched windows, and the contrasting mortar of the raised 
basement.
